House Committee Openly Disagrees With 
President Eisenhower Over Cut in Taxes 


SEN. BRIDGES 
URGES CUT IN 
AID PROGRAM 


Washington (£•)—Sen. Bridget 


(R-N H) called today for reassess- 
ment and reduction of foreign aid 
spending and said he will ask Sec- 
retary of State Dulles for a pre- 
liminary estimate of how much 
may be needed to help anti-Com- 
munist nations. 


The Senate Appropriations Com- 


mittee, which Bridges heads, called 
Dulles and Mutual Security Ad- 
ministrator Harold E. Stassen to 
discuss the overseas aid program 
at a closed session. 


Bridges predicted Dulles 
and. 


Stassen will be told that many 
senators want "general equaliza- 
tion" of American aid, with more 
attention to the Far East. 


Bridges said Dulles and Stassen 


would b« asked if the aid program 
can be operated for another year 
on about 10 billion dollars already 
appropriated by Congress. Former 
President Truman had asked for 
a little more than '1% billion dol- 
lars in new funds for the fiscal 
year starting July 1. 


Sen. McCarran (D-Nev), a mem- 


ber of Bridges' committee, said he 
is confident the 10 unspent bil- 
lions are enough. Bridges said he 
hopes Dulles and Stassen plan 
some sizable reductions In foreign 
spending. 


Dulles and Stassen0 recently 


made a flying trip ' to Europe. 
There are indications they will 
hold up fund requests until after 
a North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion meeting set for April.

OLD-FASHIONED FLU 


In connection with reports that the common cold 


and grippe are pre\alent in the section, seriously 
handicapping many shops, stores and offices, it is in- 
teresting to note that the U. S. Public Health Service 
now admits that the country is suffering an epidemic 
of "true influenza." although it is influenza of a mild 
type. However mild, the present virus is causing 
heavy absenteeism from work and school in many 
parts of the country and has contributed to a 15 
per cent rise in oeaths from respiratory illnesses. 


The 1953 epidemic is as nothing compared to the 


influenza "pandemic"" of 1918-1919. 
That one was 


world-wide.' India, China, Persia, Australia, even the 
-South Sea Islands, were affected, along with Europe 
and the United States. 


In Russia the disease was called "Chinese influ- 


enza." In Western Europe it was "Russian influ- 
enza." 
In Japan it was "American," and in the 


United States it was. known as "Spanish influenza." 
'This notwithstanding the fact that the symptoms 
•\vere everywhere the same. 


The worst period in the United States was the 


autumn of 1918. In Philadelphia, sufferers died un- 
attended and the local Council of National Defense 
advertised for "any person with two hands and a 
willingness to help." In New York, streetcleaners 
''were assigned to gravedigging; in Baltimore, Cardinal 
Gibbons banned public funerals for Roman Catholic 
victims. November 6 was observed as a day of prayer 
for abatement of the disease. More than half a mil- 
lion Americans died> many of them from secondary 
--or concurrent complications such as pneumonia. 


It is probable that, in the advanced countries at 


•least, influenza will never again take such a toll. 
; While no vaccine has been developed that gives as- 
sured protection, the use of penicillin, streptomycin 
and other new antibiotics has done much to cut the 
mortality from influenza and associated diseases. 


Double bereavement visited the plant of the 


Struthers-Wells Co.,, in deaths'of Harry H. Crosby, as- 
sociated with the firm for thirty-eight years, the past 
ten of which he held the important position of "treas- 
urer, and Michaei Mazzuca. Pleasant township, em- 
ployed by the company for 27 years, and at the tune - 
of his death a department foreman. Both were held 
in high esteem by fellow workers and the passing of;1 
the two popula^ officials is profoundly mourned by 
all who knew them.

New Congress Has No Liking 
For Immigration Law Review

WASHINGTON— (NBA)—There isn't much enthusiasm in Congress 
" over President Eisenhower's request for a review of the McCar- 
ran-Walter immigration law of 1953 There are two principal reasons. 


The first is that Congress passed this law by overriding President 


Truman's veto. More than two thirds of both the Senate and House 
therefore put their stamp of approval on this 120-page revision and 
codification of all Immigration and naturalization statutes. 


Sentiment in the new Congress has not changed. If anything, the 


average Republican is stronger for the McCarran-Walter law than 
the average Democrat. 


The second reason is that in this law Congress provfeed for a 


joint Senate-House watchdog' committee to keep an eye on how it 
functioned. 
' 


This committee has not yet held its organization meeting. But 


Rep. Francis E. Walter of Pennsylvania, one of the authors of the 
law and a member of the committee, says that in its normal routine 
it would have reviewed the law. President-Eisenhower's urging 
that the Congress revise it is therefore taken as an intrusion of the 
semisacred congressional rights and privileges. 
PARTISANS of liberal-versus-restricted immigration policy call 


each other names. Catholic Archbishop Richard J. Cushing of 


Boston declares the act should be amended "to purge it of several 
un-Christian and un-American provisions." 


Dr. Kirtley F. Mather, ex-president of the American Association 


for the Advancement of Science, says the law puts "a red-tape curtain 
around America." Msgr. John O'Grady of Washington declares in 
Rome that the act "will drive many Italians to communism." 


Senator McCarran declares that President Truman's Commission 


on Immigration had used "the Big Lie technique" to issue a "leftist 
and absurd" report. McCarran denies that there is one iota of racial 
or religious discrimination in the law, though it is tough on Com* 
munists. 


Philip B. Pearlman, ex-U. S. solicitor general who was chairman 


of the President's Commission, replies that "the senator cannot make 
a reasoned defense of an act which embodies so much discrimination 
and prejudice, so he makes smears against those who disagree with 
him." 


It is now .fairly obvious that as long as this bitter enmity exists 


between supporters and opponents of the McCarran law. no very 
calm study is going to be made. 


J^CTUALLY, it may be too early to judge the law fairly. It has been 


in effect less than two months. While there was a great deal of 


advance confusion in drafting administrative regulations to carry 
out the provisions of the act, it went into force smoothly. 


There was minor excitement in New York when 251 members of 


a crew of 974 on the French liner Liberte refused to answer ques- 
tions and were denied shore leave. Two days later, six ships were 
Cleared without incident. 


In Los Angeles there was a rush of Japanese aliens filing citizen* 


ship applications made possible for the first time under the new 
law. 
In Honolulu it was estimated 60,000 aliens previously denied 


citizenship were made eligible. In Baltimore, Seattle, New Orleans 
and other ports, the law was put into effect in routine handling.

eystem. This would limit U. S. immigrants to 155,000 • year.-
